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With  their  new  class  "Rings  on  Their  Fingers  and  Bells  on  Their  Toes"  the  inspired  Juniors  set  out 
to  achieve  their  goal  --  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet.  Through  wind  and  rain  Juniors  could  be  seen  and 
heard  above  the  commotion  of  the  cheering  crowds  at  G.  H.  S.  football  games  --  doing  what?  --  some- 
times selling  ice  cream  bars  in  sub-zero  weather  and  at  other  times,  steaming  coffee  when  it  was  ninety 
degrees  in  the  shade.  Sales  boomed!  It  just  shows  what  good  salesmanship  can  do.  No  doubt  these 
Juniors  could  have  sold  refrigerators  to  Eskimos.  Part  of  this  remarkable  sales  ability  was  gained  through 
persuading  friends  to  buy  candy  bars  at  the  Junior  candy  case.
